Soldiers’ Bill ‘Mey be Given 
Precedence in House 
Revenue Revisian Beset With 

Numerous Obstacles

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Ap- 
proval by the House today of the 
organization of its committees was 
the signal for the beginning of the 
race between the soldiers’ bonus 
bill and tax revision. 

The new Ways and Means Com- 
mittee will assemble tomorrow in 
executive session which is expected 
to determine whether the commit- 
tee is to report the bonus bill or 
the tax reduction bill to the House 
first. Indications are that the 
bonus measure will get the right 
of way. There are twenty-six mem- 
bers of the committee. Bighteen of 
them, including Chairman Green, 
are reported to be for the bonus. 
Many of these profess also to be 


‘for tax reduction. 


It is within the power of the 
Rules Committee, however, to with- 
hold the bonus bill until the tax 


revision bill comes along and then | 
give precedence on the floor by | 


special rule to the latter. Repre- 
sentative Bertrand H. Snell of New 
York, a veteran parliamentarian, 
is chairman of the Rules Commit- 
tee. He is a firm opponent of the 
bonus. Another powerful member 
is Representative Burton of Ohio, 
who likewise is understood to be 
more favorable to tax revision than 
to a bonua 


PARTISANSHIP ENTERS 

To complicate the situation the 
element of partisan politics enters. 
The Democrats, though many of 
them firmly believe that the coun- 
try is entitled to prompt tax re- 
vision, are not to be depended 
upon to avoid partisanship. For 
example, there is Representative 
John M. Garner of Texas, ranking 
minority member of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, always an 
opponent of the bonus and recently 
an advocate of tax reduction. He 
is out today with a statement ex- 
pressing his belief that a bonus bill 
will pass and declaring that there 
are other ways of reducing the 
tax burdens of the American people 
than by adopting the Melion plan, 
he asserts has been 
misrepresented. 

“The one big thing of most vi- 
tal concern to the people is to 
secure the maximum amount of 
equitable tax relief or its equiva- 
lent,” he declares. Emphasis must 
be placed on that word “equiva- 
lent.” “Relief in a large measure,” 
he continues, “would be the same 
to- the American public whether 
from high Federal, or State or 
local taxes, or high tariff taxes, or 
high fuel costs, or high freight 
fates or high rent. The 110,000,000 
American people are entitled to 
the meximum reduction of each.” 

And he adds: “I cannot justify 
a@ policy that would limit relief to 
the American people measurably to 
Mr. Melion'’s 525,000 large income 
surtax payers, thereby ignoring, if 
not by implication excluding, each 
and all of the other methods of 
wholesale relief which I have 
pointed out.” 


THE POLITICAL MIND 
In other words, Mr. Garner, a 
Democratic leader in Congress,

PALM TREE 
DEFENDERS 
IN PROTEST 


Film Company Accused of 
Mutilation Act in Scene 
Production 


By a ‘Times” Staff t. 
PALM SPRINGS, Dec. 17.—Rev- 
erence for the beauty and historical 
value of the North American palm 
tree has clashed with motion-pic- 
ture scenic exploitation in the us- 
ually quiet health resort of Palm 
Springs and has given. rise to an 
extraordinary situation. 

This situation concerns Palm 
Canyon, site of the original Amer- 
ican paim trees, which, by act of 
Congress, has been created a na- 
tional park in qualified form, the 
requirement of parchase [trom its 
Indian owners being necessary to 
fulfill the law. Indignation is being 
voiced by prominent residents of 
Paim Springs against the Thomas 
H. ince studios. 

It is asserted by these people 
that Palm Canyon is being muti- 
lated and desecrated by the film 
company to establish a set for 4 
new production. The proponents of 
the canyon as a national monu- 
ment charged in a protest to Com- 
missioner Burke of the Indian Af- 
fairs Bureau in Washington that 
the motion-picture company had 
‘cut the fronds from the ancient 
palms in order to thatch huts 
used in a Hawaiian scene and also 
had built a lumber chute at the 
mouth of the canyon. In addition 
to the wunattractiveness and as- 
serted damage it was said no bene- 
fits were given the Indian owners, 
a #mall tribe of the Mission  In- 
dians known as the Agua Calientes, 
beyond the sum of $100 which was 
given to one of the tribe chief- 
tains.

Recent reports from brokerage 
offices in New York state that the 
November sales aggregated 224,- 
000,000 pounds which is also a 
peace-time record, the only months 
going over 200,000,0000 pounds 
sales being January, 19238, 207,-

000,000 pounds; and October, 
1923, with 210,000,000. 

There is a Variance in reports 
from New York and several dif- 
ferent figures have been made 
public as to the Nevember sales 
ranging from 195,000,000 pounds 
to 224,000,000 pounds. It is prob- 
able that the surplus was some- 
what decreased during the past 
month.

| RECORD EXCHANGE YEAR | 


Los Angeles Market May Be Fourth Largest ‘te 


Country; Automotive Sales Increase 


Establishment of new high rec-| 
ords in all departments of the Los 
Angeles Stock Exchange with the 
exception of mining will be re- 
ported by President Frank H. Pet- 
tingell at the annual * meeting 
shortly after the first of the year. 
He estimates that the total volume 
of business for 1923 will have a 


increase of $6,000,000 over 1919, 


the banner year in the history of 
the exchange. 

From the correspondence he has 
had with the heads of other stock 
exchanges, Mr. Pettingell believes 
that the Los Angeles exchange will 
easily retain ita place as the fifth 
largest in the country, and may 
finish fourth. Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and the San Fvan- 
tisco Stock and Bond Exchange 
willl probably report a larger vol- 
ume of business, although there 
is some doubt concerning Phila- 
delphia. The New York Stock Ex- 
change, and the New York Curb 
Market are not considered in the 
comparison. 

Mr. Pettingell’s estimates of val- 
uation of the transactions in the 
various classes of securities listed 
on the exchange form the most 
interesting and reliable barometer 
of the speculative and investment 
activity in securities in this city 
during the year. In bonds, in 
bank stocks, in public utilities, in- 
dustrials and in olls, the previous 
records will be erased and bet- 
tered by the 1923 performance. 

Through the persistence of Mr. 
Pettingell’s efforts, the bond trad- 
ing on the exchange has been bulit 
up into one of the most impdrtant 
departments, and has given the 
public the invaluable service of 
an established market where 
bonds are bought and sold tn open 
competition under the rules of an 
organized exchange. With the co- 
operation of the brokerage and 
bond houses, the valine of the 
bond transactions soared from an 
insignificant amount prior to May 
21 to an estimated $16,500,000 by 
the end of the year. The total for 
the entire twelve months is fore- 
cast at $17,750,000, setting a new 
record by $4,500,000. 

A second index of investment 
activity on the exchange will be 
pointed out by Mr. Pettingell in 
his report of the volume of trad- 
ing in bank stocks.

THROWS UP SPONGE 

Senator Norris of Nebraska has 
wearied of serving as a man without a 
party. For tWenty years he has sounded 
the alarm that the country, under Repub- 
lican and Democratic administrations alike, 
was on the verge of collapse. Elected as 
a Republican from a State with about the 
greatest proportionate hyphenated popula- 
tion of any of the commonwealths, he has 
consistently been “agin the government.” 
While elected on a Republican platform 
he could not bring himself to support a 
Republican administration. To his mind 
Taft was bad, very bad. He was, to Sena- 
tor Norris, a tool of special powerful inter- 
ests. When Wilson came in Norris was 
among those that rejoiced that his own 
party had lost. But, while Taft had been 
bad, Wilson was worse. One set of special 
interests was simply replaced by another 

that was still more greedy. ° 
Then came Harding. According to Sena- 


tor Norris bis nomination was a misfortune 
His opposi- 


and his election a calamity. 
tion to the administration did not make him 
the less popular in Nebraska, where the 
German population was so great that in 


many sections German was the language 


used in the public schools. 

Under Harding the country, according to 
the Norris complex, very narrowly escaped 
chaos. Harding’s appointments were not to 
the Norris liking; his advisers were all 
wrong, and the wonder to Norris was that 
we ever muddled through. Coolidge, to 
him, is no improvement, because he is 
controlied by what Norris considers the 
same evil influences. 

The common people haven't any chance 
in Washington, according to Norris. Their 
v is not heard. All that they are per 
mFtted to do is to make a living. And the 


greatest woe of the Nebraska solon, who / 


has been continually hoping for the worst, 
is that the records of the last twenty years 
prove that it has been the most progressive 
era in the country’s history; that we have 
gone ahead faster; that the common people 
have accumulated more, and that the stand- 
ard of living is higher than in any previous 
era. 

About everything that has tended to 
bring about this prosperity has been bitter- 
ly, almost mendaciously, opposed by Sena- 
tor Norris. His predictions have all gone 
wrong. Legislation that should have turned 
out badly has turned out remarkably well. 
A perverse fate, in place of punishing us 
for our sins, has permitted us to prosper 
prodigiously, compared with the lot of the 
rest of the world. 

Senator Norris had always been work- 
ing to form a third party. He was one 
of the original proponents of the bloc sys 
tem of legislation. He held that to repudi- 
ate the national platform on which one is 
elected is a virtue. He was one of the 
hewers of the farm-labor bloc. But, just 
at the time when this bloc has succeeded 
in delaying the organization of both houses, 
in creating legislative confusion and uncer- 
tainty, in doing the very thing that Senator 
Norris had sought to do for twenty years, 
he suddenly throws up his hands and says, 
through.” 

So Senator Norris will not be a candidate 
for reelection. He is going to desert the 
cause for which he never ceased fighting 
while alone, but which he abandons as 
hopeless as soon as he gets some support. 
According to the opinions of most of the 
old members of Congress, Senator Norris 
is retiring because he cannot stomach the 
very bloc that he has helped to create. The 
young radicals are not the kind of fruit 
he hoped to gather from the seeds he 
planted. It is possible that he has found 
in the new party that he engrafted on the 
Republican trunk too much “graft.” 

For the Nebraska Senator is honest and 
sincere, according to his lights. The trou- 
ble was that his lights were defective. 
Things that he believed to be right others 
with greater powers of discernment and 
equal integrity believed to be dead wrong. 
The véry fact that the country has pros- 
pered by doing the very things that Sena- 
tor Norris opposed carries its own proof 
that the Norris conception of goveftnment is 
fallacious. 

His retirement from the Senate will be a 
distinct loss—for the Democratic party. 
So long as men like Norris were on the Re- 
publican side the Democratic cause was not 
hopeless. There was always a chance for 
a come-back. 

For twenty years he has worn political 
sackcloth and filled the air about him with 
ashes. Now he has wearied of the opposi- 
tion. It is possible that the personnel of 
the present bloc has convinced him that 
such a movement cannot succeed. His 
voice is that of discouragement and disillu- 
sion. He is too exhausted, too discouraged 
to attempt, in his old age, to change his 
views. He didn’t want to ride in any band 
wagon. He wanted to parade in solemn 
majesty down the center of the highway. 
But, in these days of rapid transportation, 
the political highways are no longer safe 
for pedestrians. So Senator Norris says, 
with a sigh, “I'm through.” And his last 
act is the first in his career with which he 
will find public sentiment in perfect accord. 


HANDS OF THE CLOCK 
If there be a doubt in any mind that 
we need the thrift and homely virtues of 
a man like President Coolidge to counter- 
balance ‘the dangerous tendencies of the 
present age of extravagance, figures care- 
fully collected by the Royal Arcanum will 
turn that doubt into a certainty. 

Richard E. Kropf, Supreme Regent of 
the Royal Arcanum, as a consequence of 
conditions revealed by these inquiries, has 
declared emphatically: “The American 
standard of living has become a menace 
to the American family ... ostenta- 
tion and craving for luxury are destroying 
thrift and sapping the American character.” 

Indeed, the statistics presented leave lit- 
tle room for argument. This country 
needs no new political nostrums. , What it 
wants is a return to the plain living and 
high thinking that gave birth to so many 
illustrious statesmen in the past, of whom 
Calvin Coolidge is the last representative. 

Men who should be: making provision 
for their wives and children are too busy 
chasing the hands of the clock to take any 
thought of the time when those hands will 
stop at the midnight hour. Life insurance 
is the greatest love present a husband can 
offer to his wife or a father to his children. 
Yet, while the money blown in every year 
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taken out in this country are ever matured 
to pay death benefits. Less than 2 per cent 
of the people now living in the United 
States will leave any insurance to their 
families. 

Compare with this dearth of provision 
for the future, the sumptuous sacrifices to 
the little tin gods of the ephemeral. 

In 1923 the taxes paid on cigarettes alone 
amounted to $182,000,000. American women 
paid $208,000,000 for fancy soaps, rouges 
and lip sticks, while the total bill for beau- 
tifying the female-form divine reached the 
sum of $750,000,000. Another $100,000,000 
went on chewing gum. 

And before this stream of transient and 
softening expenditure the hard cash that 
should go into life insurance is being swept 
away. Perhaps, the example of a plain- 
living and high-thinking citizen in the White 
House may have an effect in swinging the 
stream into more helpful channels. 


CHANGING ORIENT 

The British have just inaugurated a 
motor service, carrying mails also, from 
Haifa in Palestine to Bagdad.. This makes 
it possible to get to Bagdad from Lendon in 
nine days, against the twenty-four days con- 
sumed in reaching this point under the old 
means of transportation. Even the caravan 
routes through the Arabian Desert to the 
Euphrates are being covered by motors and 
airplanes, instead of the more picturesque 
‘but leisurely camel. 

The “unchanging Near East” is rapidly 
succumbing to modern methods of efficien- 
cy and the blight of commercialism. At 
least esthetically it is a blight, and those 
who yearn to steep themselves in strange, 
exotic atmospheres will have to hurry or 
there will be no unique customs left for 
them to view. Motor boats have long since 
taken the place of the picturesque caiques 
on the Bosporus, and the ubiquitous filv- 
ver is displacing the donkey and camel in 
Mohammedan lands. A camel, of course, 
is not such a comfortable animal on which 
to ride as one might wish, nor does he 
smell any too sweet, but he certainly fits 
into one’s mental picture of Near Eastern 
scenes much better than 
truck. In the near future those in search 
of a poetic oriental atmosphere will have 
to come to a Hollywood movie studio to 
find it. 


ETTING RESULTS 
After months of strenuous effort by 
the law-respecting citizens of Los Angeles, 
backing the work carried on by the Crime 
Commission, aided by a larger police force 
under the direction of an able and efficient 
chief, gratifying results are at last ap- 
parent in the campaign for a safer city. 
No community, so large and diversified as 
that of the Southwest metropolis, can avoid 
harboring a percentage of the undesirables.

Today there is a new vortex. It 
is located in London. All the great 
political elements of the world 
have been upset and whirled 
across the North Sea by the aston- 
ishing overturn recorded in the re-

ain has provided the only real 
ance in Europe since the World 
War. That balance has been up 
set by a division of the nation’s 
power among three bitterly an- 
tagonistic parties. -It cann6t be re- 
stored until some new concentra 
tion of power is effected. And that 
will not come for many months. 
During that period many world po- 
litical elements that have been 
kept in position by the influence 
of the British balance will be 
freed to follow their own course. 

It ig not necessary to conclude

BREAKING OF HOME FRONT 


In order to get @ clear idea of

She has taxed her people to the 
limit to keep it up. 

And now Britain’s home front 
has cracked. The effect on her 
diplomacy is bound to be like the 
effect on the German army. 


WHY THE PBOPLD CRACKED 

More than four years the Brit- 
ish people have been supporting 
upward of 1,000,000 unemployed 
and other hundreds of thousands 
of workers have been on part time. 
Billions of dollars have 
thrown into adventures’ in Russia, | 
Persia, Turkey, 
and the Far East by the military 
and trade imperialists. To pay the 
bills for these things, as well as 
to meet the enormous war debts, 
a tax load has been put on the 
British citizens such as ao free 
people have 
borne. 

I have pointed out before that 
the income tax of Britain, on an in- 
come of $4000 or $5000, is almost 
five times our own; and that is 
only the beginning of the taxation. 
If this nation is crying for a re 
mission of taxes, think what must 
be the feeling of -the British.

The Cabinet sessions will be debat 
ing forums. Middle ground will 
have to be found on all great ques 
tions.

Since the war no Chancellor has 
dared take hold of that nations) 
problems with a strong hand. The 
country has been the prey of all 
its predatory forces and has now 
drifted into anarchy. It is not at 
all likely Britain will go far, but 
lack of leadership and policy i 
bound to have similar results, even | 
if milder. 

There is little chance of apy ef | 
fective policy being, worked out to 
meet Britain’s home troubles and 
even less of a concrete set of poll- 
cies for foreign affairs.

Judge Reeve granted fourteen 
applications out of ffty-four, the 
percentage being 25.9 per cent. It 
is worthy of note in this connection 
that Judge Reeve handled more 
probation cases than any other 
judge during this three months’ 
period. 

Judge Keetch granted eight ap- 
plications Out of twenty, or 40 per 
cent. Judge Keetch handled the 
smallest number of probation cases 
of all the judges. 

Judge Avery granted a larger 
percentage of applications for pro- 


forty-eight applications he granted 
twenty-five, or 52 per cent, or more 
than half of the total. 

Out of 179 applications in the 
various departments, 
were granted, or 32.4 per cent. 

Considering the work of thé 
judges from another angle, we find 
that Judge Avery granted nine ap- 
plications for probation in cases 
where the probation officer had 
recommended against probation; 
{Judge Reeve granted four such ap- 
plications; Judge Keetch two, and 
Judge Hardy one. Judge Shenk 
did not grant a single such appli- 
cation. Reduced to percentages, in 
36 per cent of the cases in which 
Judge Avery granted probation the 
recommendation of the probation 
officer was against it. Judge Reeve 
granted 728 per cent against the 
recommendation of the probation 
officer, Judge Keetch 25 per cent 
and Judge Hardy 20 per cent. 


THE KLETT CASE 


In setting out the records of the 
courts in probation cases for this 
period, Judge Avery has been cred- 
ited with denial of probation to 
four defendants in the Klett case. 
In this case William G. Klett, Wil- 
liam J. Klett, Harold Klett and 
Ronald L. Gilbert pleaded guilty 
before Judge Avery to a charge 
of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses in connection with the op- 
eration of a furniture business. 
The case was hard fought, of long 
duration and unusually expensive, 
particularly as it was necessafy to 
extradite certain of the defend- 
ants’ from Michigan. Indictments 
to which the defendants pleaded 
gullty charged that they had swin- 
died numerous persons out of 
many thousands of dollars. Short- 
ly after they entered their pleas 
of guilty all the defendants were 
sentenced by Judge Avery to the 
San Quentin penitenfiary, but a 
stay of execution of the sentence 
for thirty days was shortly after- 
ward granted to William G. Klett 
and was twice extenled.

ON MAY CHARGES 
In the month of November 
there were thirteen cases dis- 
missed which had been pending in 
the Superior Court six months or 
more. One case had been pending 
more than two years. There was 
the widest variation in the crimes 
charged in the cases dismissed. 
The dismissals included nine rob- 
bery cases, seven grand larceny, 
five embezzlement, one assault with 
intent to commit murder, one man- 
slaughter, two receiving stolen 
property, one bribery, two false 
pretenses, two violations of the 
Corporate Securities Act, two bur- 
giaries, two cases in which both 
burglary and robbery were charged 
and nine bad-check cases. In nu- 
merous of these cases several con- 
tinuances had been made, there 
having been six in one case. 

Fach of several criminal attor- 
neys succeeded in obtaining the 
dismissal of more than one case. 
Some attorneys succeeded in get- 
ting as many as three cases each 
j}dismissed during the month.

DEFENSE READY 


Stand at Trial 


| State Reserves Right to Call 


W itnesses 


Employee Testifies as to 
Office W ork 


The defense counsel for A. W. 
Coote, now on trial before Judge 
Hardy on seven counts of embez- 
zlement, will today fire their open- 


ing guns in a campaign to free 
the indicted stock broker. The 
prosecution, directed by Dep. Dist.- 
Attys. Becker and Van Cott, closed 
their cases late yesterday after- 
noon, reserving the right to put a 
few witne on the stand to 
complete minor details. 

It is expected that Mr. Coote 
will take the stand during the 

sent week to deny that.it was 

intention to defraud any of 
his clients, approximately 4000 of 
whom assert that they lost money 
when the doors of the Coote firm 
were closed in June, 1923. Coote’s 

irs are now going through 
bankruptcy court, where it is said 
the total involved is between 
$4,000,000 and $56,000,000. 

The close relationship between 

stock broker and client, and the 
position of trust the operator oc- 
cupies is expected to form the basis 
of the Coote defense. According 
to Defense Attorney Beirne, in the 
case of the two counts charging 
embezziement of $24,342 from E. 
A. Parkford, the defense expects 
to show that the latter in reality 
owed that amount for stock pur- 
chased, and that Parkford has only 
a civil suit against Coote. Upon 
the Parkford incident the prose- 
cution has its strongest 
claims. 
Jessie EB. Johnson, one of Coote’s 
c tsa, was unable to leave his 
bed and testify yesterday.

Mr. Read used books of the 
Coote firm to illustrate his state- 
ment that Coote did not make the 
purchases of an oil stock as di- 
rected by Mr. Parkford. On cross- 
examination by Defense_ Attorney 
Jud Rush, however, he admitted 
that in the day's business of selling 
and buying the particular order 
might be balanced up with oth- 


ers, 

Mr. Read also said that the 
“order-out” slips, which were filled 
out when customers ordered trans- 
fers of stocks, were missing when 
the records in the office were 
turned over to the receiver’ § in 
bankruptcy. More than twenty-five 
people were employed in the Coote 
office, Read testified, when ques- 
tioned by the defense, and with 
the amount of work in the office 
it would have been impossible for 
—— to oversee every detail and 
entry. 


QUARANTINE 
FATHER FOR 
PLANTS DIES 


Frederich Mashew Cdlad 
After Recent Attack of 
H eart Disease 


Frederick Maskew, known 
throughout California as the fa- 
ther of the State’s plant quaran- 
tine, died yesterday afternocn at 
his home, 438 Second street, Los 
Angeles Harbor. Death was due 
to bronchitis following recent at- 


tacks of heart disease. Funeral 
services -will be conducted at the 
Cleveland parlors at 2 o'clock Fri- 
day afternoon and interment will 
be in Wilmington Cemetery 

Mr. Maskew was 65 years of age. 
He retired three yearg ago, mak- 
ing his home in Long Beach until 
eight months ago when he moved 
to the harbor. Born in England, 
Mr. Maskew entered the British 
merchant marine at the age of 
14, shortly afterward joining the 
British navy, then the American 
Navy and leaving to become inter- 
ested in citrus growth in Florida 
The lure of California brought him 
overland to San Diego and San 
Pedro where he became associated 
with the Banning Company in 
1887. He married in 1895 and 
shortly afterward purchased a 
five acre ranch northwest of Long 
Beach. His work along horticul- 
tural lines, however, took him in- 
to the Horticultural Commission- 
er’s office at Los Angeles in 1898 
and in 1908 he entered the State 
Commission of Horticulture office 
to study control of injurious plant 
insects. 

In 1911 Mr. Maskew became 
chief deputy quarantine officer of 
the State and collaborator of the 
Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture. In such offices he drafted the 
present quarantine law of Cali- 
fornia which today is taken as 
a model for other States and na- 
tions. 

Today the service he founded 
contains fifty inspectora in Cali- 
fornia protecting orchards and 
farms worth millions of Jollars 
from injurious pests which if giv- 
en a foothold would destroy them.

Stations to Halt 


Flames’ Menace 


Definite action to combat the fire menace tn the county was taken 
by the Board of Supervisors yesterday. Organization of sixteen fire dis- 
tricts in the county was approved in a resolution adopted by the board 
and County Fire Warden Flintham was instructed to proceed at once 


with their formation.

THE NEW STATIONS 
The fire stations approved by 
the board yesterday will be locat- 
ed at Belvedere, Laguna, Nor- 
walk, Palmdale, San Dimas, Santa 
Monica Canyon, Signal Hii, La 
Junta, Lawndale, Lomita, May- 
wood, Belifiower, Clearwater and 
Hynes, Downey, Green Meadows 

and the La Crescenta Valley. 
Funds for the operation of these 
stations will be raised through tax- 
ation the various Gistricts 
where they are located. For the 


i present these stations wil) be io- 


cated in temporary quarters rent- 
ed for this purpose, but as soon 
as the funds for their maintenance 
is collected, permanent bulidings 
will be erected and the volunteer 
crews will be replaced with trained 
staffs of fire fighters. 

The stations will be located at 
the most strategic points so that 
the men will be able to reach the 


scene of a blaze in their district 
most quickly.

Nature has given Los Angeles 
great patural resources to draw 
from and its citizens have buliit 
one of the greatest harbors in the 
world, Mr. Weaver said. 

“But unless great effort is made 
to develop a world market for Los 
Angeles-made products, the full 
utility of nature’s gifts will never 
be realized,” he said. “Our har- 
bor is geographically situated in 
the center of the earth's pupula- 
tion and is the center of one of 
the richest sections of the country, 
ideally suited for great industrial 
development. If we expect Los 
Angeies t6 continue to grew and 
be a leader among cities, we must 
reach outside of our own country 
and seek new markets.”

POWER BUREAU | 
SAVING DENIED 


Rate Reduction Assertion 
Riddled by Mushet 


People Seen Helpless Under 
“Gas Grab” Plan 


New Provision is Made for 
Cost of Survey 


The assertion of the Municipal 
Bureau of Power and Light that it 
had saved the people of Los An- 
geles millions of dollars through 
reduced rates for electric light 
and power was riddled  0»by 
Councilman Mushet the 


floor of the city Council yes- 
terday when he showed that the 
city rates now are higher than the 
Los Angeles Ges and Electric Cor- 
poration and the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison charged Los Angeles 


“Let's be truthful,” sald Counctil- 
man Mushet. “The Power Bureau 
talks of ite great savings, due to 
low rates; that is, when the power 
bureau is asking for votes for bond 
tasues; but the fact is that the 
city is now charging more than 
the utilities corporations charged 
the same consumers who are now 
customers of the city bureau, 

“But these assertions of great 
profits are typical of the politica) 
ownership we have in the Power 
Bureau. It is not real municipal! 
ownership, which I favor.” 
ADMISSION BY CRISWELL 
Councilman Criswell, one of the 
Council apologists for the power 
bureau, admitted that electric rates 
are higher now than the companies 
charged previous to the war. 

Councilman Mushet, during yes- 
terday'’s debate, said further: 

“Under the Power Bureau's 
brand of political ownership it tells 
of the great profita it has made. 
and at the same time borrows 
$500,000 from the city treasury 
to replenish ita empty pocketbook. 
I always believed that under rea) 
municipal ownership there were 
to be no profits, but that power 
was to be sold at cost and the 
people would reap the benefits of 
the low rates. 

“The Power Bureau now wants 
@ monopoly of the electric busi- 
nese in Los Angeles, and if it gets 
it, then the people will pay any 
rates fixed by the bureau with no 
regulation or control by the State 
Rallroad Commission. com- 
mission recentiv reduced the Edi- 
son rates, but if the Power Bureau 
obtains a monopoly the people wil! 
be at the bureau's mercy for the 
commission has no control over 
municipal bureaus’ rates. 

“We now will soon have the 


Angeles Gas and Electric Corpora- 
tion, including the company's 
steam generating plant. The bu- 
reau tells us that it needs the 
flieam plant In case there is trou- 
ble on the hydro-electric system. 
But if the taxpayers should ap- 
prove of a bond issue to purchase 
the electric system of the gas com- 
pany, the taxpayers must remem- 
ber that in purchasing that sys- 
tem we take on the company’s 
consutners which require all the 
current generated by the steam 
pliant, so the bureau will have no 
emeigency, stand-by steam plant. 


RETAIL DISTRIBUTOR 

“The city is nothing now but « 
retall distributor of power, as the 
power bureau is purchasing 70 per 
cent of its requirements from the 
Edison company. and this will grow 
larger as the city grows, For the 
defenders of the Power Bureau ad- 
mit that the city has reached the 
limit of its generating capacity on 
the Aqueduct at 90,000 horsepower, 
which ig one-half the bureau prom- 
ised to develop when it asked for 
bond issues to start the city power 
enterprises,”’ 

Councitiman Allan, speaking of 
the Power Bureau, said: 

“The power enterprises should 
be so operated as to

profit for the benefit of taxpayers, 
and I for one will not vote to per- 
mit the Durea.w to reduce rates to 
a point where it is selling power 
below cust in*erder to boost public 
vwnership.
